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WE MUST 
SAVE OUR . 
FORESTS 


It is significant that many Canadian 
bank presidents and financial leaders 
in their annual reports on the busin- 
ess of the year 1926 laid stress on 
two things: (1)- the importance of 
our forest industries to our domestic 
and export. trade and (2), the need 
for prompt and vigorous action to en- 
sure that this great resource be not 
destroyed by forest fires. 

Time (was in the memory of thdse 
still living, when the inhabitants of 
some Canadian cities were delighted 
when a pall of wood smoke swept 
over the, district in early spring, for 
they said “That smoke is from ‘slash 
fires; ‘here must. have been much 
logging last winter; our river and 
harbour will soon be full of logs and 
business will be brisk. If they thought 
about othe; corisequences at al they 
considered that the ‘slash’ fires would 
clear the land for farmers, and that 
if logs ever did fail there would be 
barge-loads and wagon-loads of wheat 
to take their place. 

But the succeeding generation has 
learned that much of this land, though 
capable of prodmcing trees was not 
fitted to grow wheat and other farm 
and that these repeated fires 
destroyed not only the young growth, 
the hope of the forest but, in some 
cases, even the very soil itself. And 
people are getting over the idea that 
it is a slur wpon Canada to say that 
inuch of our land will not grow any- 
thing but trees, when these trees 
can by the Iumberman be turned in- 
to the tinest, structual timbers in the 


‘world, and’ by the pulp and paper 


industry transformed into the multi- 
farious valuable commodities for 
which the nation’ are competing with 
ever increasing eagerness. The satis- 
factory thing about Canada’s timber 
situation ig that, if Canadians will 
cultivate thei: forests instead of min- 
ing: them, they will not only keep 
up in perpetuity the production of 
timber at the present rate but they 
will even be able to increase the an- 
nual cut without encroaching on the 
forest capital. 

Onr financial leaders stress the 
point that .the forest is our second 


greatest natural resource in point of 


national income. And, on the admin- 
istrative side, it has been shown that 
Canada nas 8 handfed her forest 
lands under a system of leases that 
over 90 per cent are still owned, by 
the Crown, that is by the people, 
and that from these forests the Dom- 
inion and provincial governments 
draw revenues totalling over $14,000,-

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REPORT OF PUBL!C 
HEALTH IN ALBERTA 


An encouraging feature of. the re- 
port of the Public Health Depart- 
ment of Alberta for 1926, is the great 
improvenment in the diptheria  sit- 
uation. In Lethbridge alone it is stat- 
ed, the annual number of cases has 
been cnt down from 80 to 8. The im- 
provement has come about’ as a re- 
sult of the’ use of, the toxoid In 
foreign districts, 3,155 persons have 
been given this treatment. A total of 
18,350 people were given vaccine 
during the year . 

The Nursing Branch. had 130 
schools under inspection during the 
year, in which 2,091 first inspections 


and 1, 194 re-inspections were made. 
welfare clinics were held ‘in rural 
districts. In the three cities of Ed- 


monton, Calgary and Medicine Hat 
200 clinics were held with a total 
attendance of about 10,000. The dis- 
trict nurses in. the frontier districts 
made more than 1,000 calls during one 
year with 547 medical cases, 164 
surgical cases, and 33  obsterical 
cases to attend to. 

The travelling clinic which visited 
outlying districts, examined 746 med- 
ical. cases, with 212 operations per- 
formed for tonsils and adenoids, and 
321 dental treatments.. The scope of 
these clinics will be extended. this 
year. 

Four new municipal hospital 
tricts were. created during the 
and. all districts are in good shape 
financially. There are 75 .approved 
hospitals in the province altogether, 
including city hospitals, and 75 pri- 
vate hospitals. 

‘The vital hospitals report shows 
13,893 births registered for 1926 with 
reports still to come in, 4,475 mar- 
riages - an increase of 219 - 154 div- 
orces - and increase of 53 - and 5,125 
deaths, an increase of 724.
